John Swales also assorts, « that a man just 
one remove from Ibe brute is the person for 
Canada," If wc desire to improve slock we 
import a. better grade than weal present have 
— and if we would improve society and extend 
the blessings of civilization, amongst other 
things ne should seek to draw to our shores 
betlee class of emigrants.— Mr. John Swales 
does not think so, however, lfo sets himself 
up as a judge of sheep end caltlc, too, and 
affirms that a "good bca-.t or slieip cannot be 
found for 1,000 miles." He has « travelled 
all around," aud of course he knows. The 
calilc of Mr. George Playter, Col Heresford, 
Mr. Joshua Wiiisod, and the sheep of Mr, 
George L. Pearson, Dr. Morton, Mr, Major 
Stephenson, and scores of ollicrs wc might 
mention, even iu Ibis locality, have been con- 
sidered, by many English farmers, to equal a 
majority of the Flocks and Herds of fanners 
in England ; and wc hare heard many gentle- 
men exclaim at our Fall Imbibitions, who 
were considered good farmers al home, thai 
they msxt saw better sheep in their life j but 
a real live judge liasariived f r0m Hull, Eng- 
land, and after « travelling all around," has 
decided they are scarcely worlb a gift. 

lSul a»du from all lids, what i* the use of a 
man writing home such stufl" as Ihe following 
extract. If be is really bome-tick, why not 
owiitfra "corn" manfully, and not seek to 
prejudice lira minds of others. No man lav- 
ing a disposition, with a sufficient amount ol 
intelligence to give proper direction to his en- 
ergies, but can find plenty of employment, and 
wilbalillie frugality, cao very toon gain a 
competency— at least, so far as to placo him 
above wont. The great mistake is, too many 
come to Canada like Mr. John Sitafaa, ex- 
pecting far loo much, and forgetting lhat every 
mao in Ibis couolry stands on his -own botloin, 
and must belter bis coadiiton or raise himself 
in public estimation by individual and personal 
exertion.

placed in. t immodiatoly look sight at a lico 
on tho opponitu ihlgo'&hd sfaifed oiras nuickly 
as I eonld ; Iwfolo Cuming up to it I took siphi 
of auoihcr in u sliaighl lino as far as I could te-i 
— keepina thu earn* courso. Wow a wolf howl- 
ed behind me, then imolhcVaniiworiug him lo 
my left-'nlimnt making mu beliuvo lliuy wcro 
hi pursuit of me ; but I felt I had other dangers 
lo fear, of mnie consequence ihau I hem, bavin" 
hunted all day through the awamv/a sn«l ihiek 
bush, which wcxu covered with suow, I was 
completely wet front head lo foot ntid bavin 
had no ili-iucr, was, as you may £unpo-d, 

and bongtyi be*id^sthif, lira uigli was *.«l- 
liug in very soveic, and my cloihei were freez- 
in» fafil ilium' mo.- I was hurrying on ns f.i^t 
a* I could, when all al once the sound qf a horn 
chccicdmoby cuiifiriulu^' mo in cenvieiion 
lhat I was on iho right course, ll was in. I ran" 
before 1 bade ndiou la (ho toncebrno wood-* nu3 
exchanged Iho company of wolves, for lhat of 
my true nnd faithful com 1 ado al iho Jrauso of 
Mis Dinner. I would Iwro .take tho op- 
portunity of oxpicfsiug my ilidebledueai (o Mi» 
Hunter and 1'amily fur'iheir khidncss to mo on 
this And several futmer occasions Mr $he|i- 
heid and . myself shot Ihhiy-Jivo deer in the' 
wenk. Having vjiy particular business to at- 
tend lo at home, I wasobjirjed to IcaVo hunt- 
ing for live days and leluin. During thai in- 
terval tho idveitep wolves arid rogues availing 
themselves of so lavorablo an opportunity, des- 
troyed filleen of ihodeer, which svete Ic.ft iu tho 
woods. .; Mr fjliepheid and myself refcrum" 
homo with Ihu rosi luo of Ihodeer which wore 
left ; having remained len days I icldrned lo 
hum by myself. In seven days I shot Iwonly- 
five deei j ou one of those days I »1ral eight and 
wouinied six, six ol lira eight without gorug from 
my tisck. I iciuiricdhomc nnd stopped nine 
day*, and commenced burning again on thai re- 
maikablv cold Monday and continued for -even 
days— killing I wenly deer, a wolf and a fox.
